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Port VII, DSRAINATION OF NET FARM ALLOTMENTS AND YIELDS 


_ Tobacco 708, "Application for Allotment New 
Tobacco Farm", shall be filed prior to February 1, 1944, by applicants 
for new flue-cured or Burley tobacco acreage allotments, The inf orma- 
tion entered on the form will show for the five years 1939 through 1943, 
the tobacco experience of the farm operator or the person who will grow 
the tobacco on the farm and other items to be considered by the county 
comnittee, The committee will recommend an allotment and yield for each 
applicant eligible to receive a new farm allotment in accordance with 
the provisions of Section 11 of form Tobacco 813. 


After acreage allotments and normal yields have been recommended 
for all eligible new farms, the applications shall be transmitted to the 
State office which, in no event, shall be later than February 7, 1944, 
The State office shall, insofar as possible, check the data on the ap- 
plications with the State office records and shall advise the Regional 
Director not later than February 21, 1944, (a) the number of eligible 
one and (b) the total of the acreage allotments recommended for such 

arns, 


After reports have been received from all States, the State office 
will be informed whether it will be necessary to reduce the recommended 
allotments pro rata in order that the total allotments for new farms 
may not exceed the available reserve. The State office shall determine 
that the weighted average yield for new farms does not exceed the county 
normal yield and shall prepare supplemental county tabulations for new 
farms on form Tobacco 814, The applications for allotment shall be re- 
tained in the State office file and the original of the tabulations trans— 
mitted to the county office with instructions to notify the operators 
of the acreage allotments and normal yields approved for their farms. 


Part VIII. APPROVAL BY COUNTY AND STATE COMMITTEES 
AND NOTIFICATION OF OPERATORS 


After columns 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6 and 15 of form Tobacco 814 have been 
correctly executed, a member of the county committee shall indicate the 
committee's approval of the recommended allotments and normal yields by 
entering his signature and the date in the spaces provided at the bottom 
of the first and last pages of form Tobacco 814. The yellow copy of 
form Tobacco 814 shall then be submitted to the State committee for 
revier and approval. When approved, the State committee will notify the 
county committee of such approval and the county committee shall notify 


farm operators as soon as possible on form Tobacco 815 in the case of 


flue-cured tobacco and Tobacco 816 in the case of Burley tobacco of the 
1944 flue-cured or Burley tobacco acreage allotments and normal yields

A copy of the executed notice, certified as true and correct by a 
member of the county committee shall, upon request, be furnished without 
charge to any person who as operator, landlord, tenant or sharecroppyer 
is interested in the tobacco produced on the farm in 1944, . 
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
